_ The UNO Student Senate passed a resolution at its last meet- 
ing which urged that groups other than the Marching Mavericks not 
allowed. to rope off sections in the east stands of Al Caniglia 

ield. 

Arts and Sciences Sen. Gary DiSilvestro submitted the resolu- 
tion after the Pen and Sword Society roped off five rows of seats on 
the 50-yard-line at the Mavs’ first football game Sept. 1. DiSilvestro 
Said the group was supposed to act as a cheering section, but he 
noted very few people in the section attempted to lead cheers. 

DiSilvestro said he believes in “first come, first serve, and 
added that people should not be able to “saunter” in at any time and 
sit in a section while others have to stand or sit on the grass. 

“If groups want to sit together, they should get there at 6 oc- 
lock,” DiSilvestro said. “When we have overflow crowds, we have to 
be considerate of our fans,” he said. DiSilvestro said he was con- 
cerned about UNO'’s reputation with fans outside of the University 
community. : 

DiSilvestro met with Athletic Director Don Leahy last Friday 
and it was decided that people could attempt to reserve seats, but 
that “if someone wants to sit somewhere, they can.” No seats could 
be saved after 7 p.m. (most.games start at 7:30 p.m.), and sections 
could not be roped off under the new policy. | 

Only minor problems were reported at the Saturday night foot- 
ball game against Northern Colorado. Some members of the Pen 
and Sword Society tried to prevent others outside of their group 
from sitting in the group's section, and Tau Kappa Epsilon fraterni- 
ty attempted to rope off a section.

The resolution, authored by 
Kirk, favored the Student Devel- 
opment Services (SDS) plan 
over those submitted by the 
Faculty Senate and the Council 
of Academic Deans. The SDS 
proposal includes graduated 
probation standards, which the 
others do not. ‘ 

The proposals are being stu- 
died by-the Faculty Senate Aca- 
demic Standards. Committee 
and. must be voted on by the full 
Senate and approved by the 
Chancellor before taking effect. 

In other action, the Senate 
voted to support a forum on 
“Students, Faculty and Collec- 
tive Bargaining.” The forum was

DiSilvestro said the forum 
was set up to inform both facul- 
ty and students of the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of col- 
lective bargaining.

nard said. 

. Maynard, director of UNO's Institutional Re- 
search Office, is the unofficial coordinator for the 
administration in AAUP collective bargaining ac- 
tivities. 

Central Michigan University has had collec- 
tive bargaining for 10 years, Maynard said, ad- 
ding that Way will present the “‘con” side of the 
issue; The session will take a question-and- 
answer format. 

The Student Affairs Committee of the Stu- 
dent Senate will sponsor a forum on “Students, 
Faculty and Collective Bargaining,” Sept. 20 at 
noon in Student Center Rooms 312A and 312B. 
Don Lick president of the AAUP chapter at West- 
ern Michigan University, will speak. 

John Langan, president of the Faculty Sen- 
ate, said a resolution has been drafted that calls 
for an open meeting between AAUP and adminis- 
tration representatives and any other interested 
groups.

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New parking meters 
should aid visitors 


Several new parking meters will be installed near the library 
and Student Center this week to aid visitors in finding short-term 
parking space. 

Twenty-one meters installed last year near the Administration 
and Eppley buildings have proven effective in preventing drivers 
from parking in the “no parking” zones and running off on quick er- 
rands, said Verne McClurg, Director of Campus Security. 

“The idea is quick turnover,” he explained, “and it has worked.” 

The 30-minute time limit on the meters allows faculty, stu- 
dents, and visitors time to pick up a catalog, get a signature, or 
or return an overdue library book. 

McClurg said campus security officers issued fewer tickets to 
vehicles seemingly abandoned in busy roadways. 

The meters help alleviate congestion problems, said McClurg. 

Also helpful with this problem are seven parking specialists 
hired by Campus Security. Their job is to aid students in finding 
spaces, to write out parking tickets, and to monitor traffic. 

These specialists cut down on the frustration of finding a park- 
ing place in the morning, said McClurg. 

“If one lot is full, they'll direct you to another, and another, until 
they are all full,” said McClurg. “Then they'll direct you to Ak- 
Sar-Ben.” 

About 900-950 cars are parked daily at Ak-Sar-Ben, with a 
peak day of 1500, said McClurg. “People are definitely using Ak- 
Sar-Ben more,” he said, “You can tell by the full buses.”

Ricotta and Honey Tart 

In a blender grind enough 
anise toast to measure 1% CUPS 
crumbs. In the bowl of an electric 
mixer beat 5 tablespoons butter, 
softened, until it is light, beat In 
the crumbs and % teaspoon salt, 
and press the mixture into a shal- 
low 8-inch flan pan with a remov- 
able fluted ring. Bake the shell in 
a preheated moderately hot oven 
(375° F.) for 10 minutes and let it 
cool. ; . 

In the bowl of the electric mixer 
beat 2 cups ricotta cheese with 
% cup honey and a pinch of salt 
until the mixture is well combined: 


‘In a small dish sprinkle 1% tea 


spoons gelatin over 1/3 cup heavy 
cream to soften for’5 minutes, pul 
the dish in a saucepan of barely 
simmering water, and stir the miIx- 
ture until the gelatin is dissolved. 
Beat the gelatin mixture into the 
prepared shell, and chill the tart 
for at least 1 hour. Remove the 
ring from the shell and arrange 
overlapping sections of peel’ 
navel oranges over the tart. 


A good drink to go along with 
this tart is a very nice after dinnet 
Liquer from Italy. Its name is Sam 
buca Romana, | prefer it in Ex: 
presso or as an addition to strong 
coffee. |

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Incompletes focus of change 


_ Grade policy tightened 


icy is a provision that, in effect, 
sets a definite standard con- 
sequence for those students 
failing to act upon an incom- 
plete. 


Rule d. of the policy states: 

A student shall have no longer than the 
end of the next regular semester follow- 
ing receipt of the ‘I’ to remove an incom- 
plete. After that time, the ‘I’ will automa- 
tically revert to a grade of ‘F.’ or such 
other grade specified by the instructor 
depending on the amount and quality of 
the course work previously completed 

Exceptions to this rule (d) will be per- 
mitted if initiated by the student and ap- 
proved by the instructer, department 
chairperson, and Dean. 

Exceptions to this rule will be made 


* 


only in response to circumstances over 
which the student has no control, and 
these must be detailed. 

The previous policy stated 
that respective departments 
may make exception to this rule 
by individual petition. 


The other change in the pol- 


icy is an addition of a provision 
that states: 


In registering for courses, students re- 
ceiving one or more ‘I’ grades from the 
previous semester should take into ac- 
count the time needed to complete the 
required work and plan their schedules 
accordingly. 


Sections a, bandc of the pol- 
icy remain unchanged. 
Briefly, these sections state: 


a. The grade of incomplete will only 
be given if the student has already sub- 
stantially completed the major require- 
ments of the course. 


b. Each instructor will judge every 
situation. The instructor will also indi- 
cate what work must be done to remove 
the incomplete, and if he is still at the 
University the instructor will supervise 
the makeup work and report the per- 
manent grade. 

c. /f the instructor is not available 
at the time the student applies to have 
the incomplete removed, the department 
chairperson will supervise the removal 
and turn in the permanent grade. 


Vice Chancellor of Academic 
Affairs Otto Bauer said the new 
policy would not be retroactive.

With the increase in the University budget 
that NU President Roskens is requesting, the 
regents may consider such a tuition hike not 
only fair, but,essential. Roskens Originally 
asked for a nearly 19 percent hike in the 
budget but his request has since been 
trimmed by the regents. 


The regents may have even more cutting in 
mind. Even if the budget request is reduced. 
the board may feel that the hike isn’t justified 
without an accompanying tuition increase. 


Pressure on the regents not to continue 
asking for budget increases from the Legisla- 
ture without “justification,” may also prompt 
the board to mandate a high tuition increase. 


Faced with the increasing costs of books 
and gasoline, students would apparently be 
further crippled at a time when the economy 


. is already pinching pocketbooks. 


Kirk’s solution would seem to be the best — 


-acompromise. A tuition hike, yes, but not one 


that is quite so high. Maybe the budget re-

Coun- 
seling and education would be 
of no possible use. 

Therefore, the beneficiaries 
of this program, sponsored by 
Michigan's Sen. Donald Riegle, 
must be close relatives of ths 
alcoholic. You wonder what a 
counselor says to a woman 
whose husband has just 
smashed her silly in,a great wel- 
ling up of inebriate violence.

It would be much cheaper 
and certainly as efficacious to 
prosecute husbands who beat 
up their wives. If the same 
woman were set upon by some 
rogue, not related to her by 
blood or marriage, and beaten 
black and blue, the police would 
presumably arrest the scoun- 
drel and see the victim safely 
home. 

But in this instance the 
woman must flee her home to

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Osborn portraits highlight Rockbrook art fair 


- The art fair held in.Rockbrook Vil- 


lage Sept. 7-9 was only occasionally 
awe-inspiring. 

The most common medium was oils, 
and the most common subject matter 
was land and seascapes. Some were 
very deft, but somehow the calendar- 
art qualities blended them into a for- 
gettable sameness. 

There was always something to keep 
the eye busy, whether it was fabric de- 
signs, ceramics, photography, batik, 
or pottery. There were many portrait 
stands set up, and Dave “Oz” Osborn 
was giving art lessons to the children. 

Osborn’s charcoal portraits were one 
particular highlight of the show and 
certainly the most professional in exe- 


cution. This is probably due to the fact 
that Osborn is not inclined to burden 
his subject matter with needless detail. 

Another standout in the realism cate- 
gory was a watercolor painting by Dan 
Brown entitled “Welsh Heritage” that 
simply portrays a father and son bent 
over a historical gravesite. Norman 
Rockwell buffs might get a charge out of 
this one. 

An oil depiction of a quiet western 
scene by F. Fortina beautifully captures 
the dry, dusty feel of an impending gun- 
fight. Rusty clouds and gray sand emote 
a dark mood of death and honor. 

Realism trades off analytical correct- 


ness for pure suggestion through color 


in Marilyn Higg’s “Bobby,” where oils 


begin in a bright pastel blue and pink 
sky and eventually submerge into a dark 
London street scene with a shadowed 
police bobby and receding, shapeless 
figures (Jack the Ripper? Moriarty?) 
that bode no good. 

Though overshadowed, fantasy gets a 
fair shake here. Jerry Jacoby’s large 
oil paintings almost convey natural 
mountain settings, but upon closer look, 
the forms and colors are definitely not of 
this earth. Jacoby’s “Unfinished Oil” 
portrays a misty, illusory landscape of 
canyons, mountains, and streams that 
resembles a Frazetta universe as op- 
posed to, say, the Rockies. 

The Tolkien-ish paintings of Mark 


inality in format and execution. Exotic 
settings of cities and transparent 
clouds are enshrined within vertical 
platforms that act as doorways to dif- 
ferent dimensions in oil. Geisheker’s 
“Letting Down the Sky” echoes this 
theme with a placid mediterranean-blue 
background framing a sort of. “Middle 
Earth type world,” as the artist puts it. 


The relaxed atmosphere of the fair in 
general helped in appreciating the art- 
work. If you wanted to select a work for 
your very own, prices ranged anywhere 
from $8 to $2800. Some may well be 
worth the price, but then again, there's 
that ceramic mug with human feet...

A booming Schlecht punt 
sailed high into the lights, giv- 
ing time for center Roe Martin 
to close in on Bear returner Tom 
Covington. 


Martin, who has good speed 
for a 6-foot-5, 260-pounder, 
sped down field and greeted 
Covington with acrushing tack- 
le just as he fielded the ball. The 
ball popped loose and was rec- 
overed by UNO's Brian Soliday 
on the Northern Colorado 13. 


The Mavs sputtering offense 
failed to cash in on the oppor- 
tunity, but Schlecht salvaged 
the three points with 1:22 left in 
the half. 


The way the Mav defense was 
playing, the 6-0 lead looked safe 
until the Bears drove to the Mav- 
erick 5 with 13 minutes left in 
the game. 


The Maverick defense, led by 
nose guards Boyer and Duane 
Williams, stopped quarterback 
Al Winslow's two sneaks from . 
the one inch line on third and 


fourth downs. 


Although the officials sig- 
naled no touchdown, Bear 
coach Blasi had other ideas. 


“! sure would like to question 
the call on that last sneak,” said 
Blasi. “From where | was at it 
looked like he was in, but! can't 
say for sure because | had a 
poor view of the play. But some 
of our kids sure thought he got 
over.” 


Although the Mavs ended the 
scoring threat, they still had 
their backs to the wall deep in 
their own territory. Once again 
it was Schlecht to the rescue as 
he booted the Mavs out of trou- 
ble with the record setting 76- 
yard punt. The kick carried to 
the Bear 17. The record boot 
broke the old record of 71 yards 
set by Frank Golwitzer in 1972. 


The Mavericks had a chance 
to increase their lead late in the 
fourth quarter when UNO drove 
to the Bears’ two yard line but 
the Mavs turned the ball over on
